Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Brundidge phoned to discuss a resolution to the issues as 
outlined in the previous Interview Summary (dated 25 April 2006). He stated that he had contacted the inventors and is 
primarily interested in pursuing Claims 1-8 and 13. As such, Mr. Brundidge may intend to file an RCE which will 
Include Claims 1-8 and 1 3 {as amended on 27 January 2006) and may further amend Claims 9-1 2 to be placed in 
dependent form where Claim 9 depends on Claim 1.
